Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 16 September 2008 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with applicant's arguments as the applied reference(s) provide more than adequate support and to further clarify (see the 
comments in this section and Final Action mailed on 16 July 2008). 



2. Regarding applicant's arguments of claims 10 and 17 on pg. 13, section I, 2 nd full par., "...a user interface that displays an active 
message script provided by the active message script composition software and an application specified by a user..."; and par. bridging 
pgs. 14-15, "...an active message file manager that at least one of adds, removes or renames an active message aplication...", the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant has failed to appreciate the teachings of well-known prior art Alanara that clearly discloses the 
claimed feature(s) as would be clearly recognized by one of ordinary skill in the art. As a note, applicant did not argue the other feature(s) 
in which the Examiner interprets that applicant must agree that the feature is met by the applied reference. In particular, Alanara discloses 
the language as related to the claimed feature(s) a user interface (e.g., Ul combination of 15 & 16) that displays an active message script 
provided by an active message script composition software (e.g., application menus) as an application specified by a user (see col. 3, lines 
60-66; col. 10, lines 26-32; col. 13, lines 4-9; col. 14, lines 13-25; col. 21, lines 9-34; Figs. 1, 3, 8-11), where the system provides an 
application for generating messages and creating scripts for the menu application in which the scripts are interpreted to execute the 
command sequences of the script; and an active message file manager that at least one of adds, removes or renames an active message 
application (see col. 10, lines 26-35; col. 10, line 42 - col. 11, line 12; col. 11, line 64- col. 12, line 9; col. 14, lines 17-21), where the 
application (17, 18) includes scripts of command sequences according to the menu operation in which the active message file manager 
would be inherent for storing in the memory (14) as evidenced by the fact that one of ordinary skill in the art would clearly recognize. The 
processor (8) manages the control and files of the terminal. Therefore, as addressed above, the applied reference more than adequately 
meets the claim limitations. 



3. Regarding applicant's argument(s) of claims 1, 3-9, 11-16, and 18-50, the claims are addressed for the same reasons as set forth above 
and as applied in each claim rejection of the Final Action. 
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
